Court Holds Lynchburg Property

in County Exempt from
Taxation.

AMHERST, VA., February 9..Judgo

Bennett T. Gordon, of tho Clrcult Court
of Amherst county, thls morning,
handed down an opinlon ln the case

of tho clty of Lynchburg vs. Amhorat
county, Involvlng tho rlght of Am¬
herst county to tax property belonglng
to tho clty of Lynchburg In tlie coun¬

ty. It was contenrlcd by tho Amherst
authorltlea that they hnd a rlght to

levy a tax on tho land, dam and plpo-
llno of Lynchburg, by whlch lt obtalns
lts water nupply from Pedlar Rlver In
thls county. .Iudge Gordon over-

ruled thl's contentioti nnd decidod that
the clty of Lynchburg had ". rlght to

exempt lts property ln HiIh county from
taxation. Tlie basis of the rontcntlon
on tho part of tho county authorltles
wna that the clty of Lynchburg sells
ItB water aupply to prlvalt: Indlvlduals,
and that tho exemptlon of thla prop¬
erty from taxation would exempt other
proporty. Counsol for tho county an-

nounced lts Intention of tstklng the
caae to the Vlrginia Court ot Appeala,

Ollver In Jnll.
J.'W. Ollver, charged wlth shootlng

Luther Pettlgrew at Pearch, on Pedlur
Rlver, failed to appear In court yes.-
torday, purauant to a recognlzancc. and
his ball bond was declared forfcltcd.
Thla morning hls siireties appeared in
court and atated that on account of
a wreok on the Chesapcake and Ohlo
Rallway Ollver1 and themselvea had
been delayed ln reachlng Amherst.
Upon thls auggestion the order forfel,t-
lng the recognlzance was revoked. Last
night Mr. Ollver waa surrendered to
Bherlff Dntmmond by hls suretlea, and
he ls now ln Jall. Appllcatlon was

made to Judge Gordon thla morning
*or ball and thla will be heard during
the term of court.

Yesterday
afternoon the lad came Into the clty
on horseback, accompanled by a valet,
end stopped at a drug store for soda
and aome sweets. Wfthln a few nilr.-
utes a large crowd of urchlns had cjI-
lected.
The lad was bareheaded and hls

Jowor extremltles covered wlth mud.
He, however, pald but llttle attentlon
to the crowd, and seemed to enjoy hls
Vislt to the clty very well.
That the boys looked upon hlm wlth

envy there can be but llttle dou'.it.
Some also looked upon hlm wlth more
or lesa prlde. Frequently you could
hcar such remarks as the followlng:
"Geo! I would llke to be In that boy'f
boots," etc. Shortly afterward young
Roosevelt left on his horse for *ho
High School. only to be gazed upon
by the crowd, who had walted untll lie
had flnisned maklng hls purchase in
the store which he had visited.

FERRY BURN5 IT
WILLDUGHBY SFIT

Three Negroes, Caught Like Rats
in Trap, Meet Death in

Flames.

NORFOLK, February 9..Caught in

thelr'bunka llke rata In a trap, three
negro mombers of tho crew of the
Ocoan Vlew, a ferry steamer oporatlng
betweon Willoughby Splt and Old
Polnt Comfort, aa the connoctlng llnk
In tho routo of the Norfolk and Ports-
mouth Tractlon Company's lino, were
crematcd early thls mi)rnlng, when
thAt veaael was guttod / by fire and
the plcr badly damaged.'
Tho flro occurred thla mornlng be¬

tween 3 and 3:30 o'clock, and its
orlgln ls a myatery. The damage ls
entlmated at about $23,000. The
/Hteamer, whlch la practlcally a total
losfl, waa valtied at $20,000, and the
d.'imago to tlie pler Is Mot less than
$3,000. The charred remalns of the
three negroos were found ln thelr
bunka when the llre was oxtlngulshed.
The dead are: Frank Edwarda, of

Norfolk, aged thlrty-two years, mar-
rled, nnd ho waa known as tho wharf
man: Lonnle Mltcholl, of Phoebus,
thlrty years old, declt hand; Lcstcr
Wcbb, twenty-elght years old, deck
hand. Hla home ia In Mlddlesex coun¬

ty, A'a.
Chlef Englneer J. T. Grlffin, who was

also aboard the ahlp, escaped from hls
cabln by erawllng on hls handa and
knees, amld the bllndlng and suffo-
cntlng fsmoko, and runnlng the gauntlet
of flamea, he was sevorcly burned about
the hands and feot, but wlth great
forethought protected hla face.
The blocklng of the ferry

llne caused great lnconvenlence to the
publlo throughout the day. The only
other steamer owned by the company,
the Voluntoer, la on the ways for ex-
tenslve repalrs, and could not be called
Into requlsltlon. Scores of peraona de-
slrlng to tranafer had to return to the
clty and use other llnes, going through
Newport Newa to reaoh the Polnt. The
company has ordered the steamer An-
nle L. Van Selver, now tled up at Cam-
den, N. J. to Norfolk, and «he will
be uaed temporarlly, pendlng other ar-
rangements. She belongs to the com¬
pany, and durlng the cxposltlon ran
between Pine Beach and Newport
Newa.

The Dinwiddie road board met to-
day in the law ofnces of Senator
Charles T. Lasslter to dlscuss matters
concernlng road lmprovements in that
county, and to provide for the same.
On account of the inability of several
members to be present no deflnlte
aetioii was taken, and the board ad-
journed to meet next Tuesday at the
County Courthouse.. It ls understood
that the board will retaln the present
convlct road force of a score or more
of men, which has done such good
work In the county, and make pro-
vlslon for contlnued work.

Ilonrd of Aldermen.
The Board of Aldermen at Its regu-

lar meetlngr voted concurrence in tho
varlous approprlations made and reso-
lutions passed at last week's meetlng
of the Common Councll, wlth one ex¬

ception. The Board refused to concur

ln the reslolutlon comlng up from
the Councll for tho appolntment of a

jolnt committee of * three members
from each body to act wlth the School
Board ln conference wlth the Flnance
Commlttee in' mattera concernlng the
publlc schools, and the proposed issue
of $SO,000 of bonds of the clty for
new school buildings and the estab-
llshment of a temporary Hlgh 'School
ln the Anderson School building. The
bond issue has been recommended by
the Flnance Commlttee, and tho Coun¬
cll referred the recommondatlon back
to tho Flnance Commlttee for the
preparatlon of a proper ordlnance
providing for the Issue. The Board
of Aldermen took the vlew tnat lt
would be a reflectlon on the Flnance
Commlttee to appolnt a commlttee to
confer and advlse further on the sub¬
ject, and therefore voted the resolu-
tlon down, leaving the whole matter
wlth tho Flnance Commlttee.
RIchard B. Davls was sworn ln and

took his seat as a member of the
Board.
